While explaining the abortive 
Vinson mission, Truman did not 
apologize for it. 

“I am working for peace, and I 
shall continue to work for peace,” 
Truman said. 

Many a serious crisis in’ the 
past has been settled without war, 
Truman said, and he suggested 
the United States and Russia had 
better stick to the job of raising 
the living standards of their 


peoples.

F-86 Climbs Out of Sight. 

Capt. Yeager flew a North 
American F-86 fighter plane in the 
demonstration. He made several 
low-altitude passes above the field 
at speeds announced as well in 
excess of 600 miles an hour. In 
climbing after the speed runs he 
performed Immelmann rolls, chan- 
delles and slow rolls. His final 
speed run was followed by a series 
of slow rolls in an almost vertical 
climb, until the plane was so high 
it disappeared in a clear sky. 

The F-86 is a jet plane with 
swept-back wings. It recently set 
a speed record for production 
model planes of slightly more than 
670 miles an hour. 

The Marines, flying McDonnell 
Phantom jet-propelled planes, 
which were made at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, concentrated on pre- 
cision flying at speeds of about 
400 miles an hour. Keeping the 
planes about 10 feet apart and 
in a diamond formation, they per- 
formed loops, some of them with 
a 90-degree change in the direc- 
tion of flight. 

The formation also performed 
slow rolls, a split-S, chandelles and 
Immelmann rolls. In the after- 


{noon show the performance was 


particularly effective, since the 
dark blue planes were silhouetted 
against fleecy white clouds.

left a long trail of black smoke, 
while the Phantoms did not.

EALTH conditions of the No. 1 Eyesore area, which would be 
rehabilitated under the $16,000,000 slum clearance bond issue, 
are far worse than for the city in general. They are bad as to 


the “crowd diseases,” venereal diseases, tuberculosis, pneumonia, and 


infant and maternal deaths.

decent, modern housing, a great 


many of the factors causing this 
threat to the public health would 
be wiped out. While health condi- 
tions in the city as a whole have 
improved singe 1940, they have 
been growing worse in the neigh- 
borhood encompassing the No. 1 
Eyesore, which is bounded by 
Fourteenth - Grand - Market - 
Olive-Lindell. 

Facts on the adverse conditions 
ate drawn from the records of the 
city Health Division. They are 
listed for the Beaumont neighbor 
hood, one of the ‘26 standard 
social-statistic districts in the city, 
within which most of the No. 1 
Eyesore lies. This district, ex- 
tending north to Cass aVenue, is 
uniform in general social, eco- 
nomic and racial characteristics. 
Like the No. 1 Eyesore portion, it 
is largely inhabited by Negroes. 
In the opinion of Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, acting Health Commis- 
sioner, the figures from Beaumont 
district fairly reflect conditions 
in the No. 1 Eyesore. 


High in ‘Crowd Diseases.’ 


This neighborhood has been 
having a disproportionately. high 
percentage of the, “crowd dis- 
eases”"—acute communicable ail- 
ments such as diphtheria, mumps, 
scarlet fever, measles and polio- 
myelitis. Although these diseases 
cause relatively few deaths, their 
death rate in this neighborhood 
has trebled between 1940 and 1947, 
the war and postwar period in 
which the Negro population has 
been swelling rapidly. 

Pneumonia has fallen off, but 
not nearly as sharply in this 
neighborhood as in the whole city. 
The death rate from pneumonia 
for this neighborhood is about 
two and one-half times that ‘for 
the city. Likewise, there has been 
a general decline in tuberculosis 
during the ’40s—but this neighbor- 
hood shows a far greater suscepti- 
bility than the city as a whole, 
and its tuberculosis death rate 
has risen in contrast to the city’s. 
For the neighborhood the death 
,rate is almost four times as high 
as that for the city. 

Infant deaths are on the in- 
crease, in this neighborhood and 
the city, although, with the rising 
volume of births, the rate of 
deaths in comparison with live 
births has been falling. However, 
this death rate has not declined as 
much in this neighborhood as in 
the whole city. Maternal deaths 
have increased in this. neighbor- 
hood but decreased in the city. 

Last year, Beaumont. district 
had 27.5 per cent of all the 
veneréal disease cases reported in 
the city—2423 out of 8809 cases. 
The incidence of venereal diseases 
there ‘was five times that for the 


whole city. 
Heavy Relief Burden. 

Public assistance, or relief, cases 
are disproportionately high in the 
No. 1 Eyesore, as shown by rec- 
ords of the City Welfare Office, 
branch of the State Department 
of Public Health and Welfare. 
Comparative figures are available 
in this connection for the exact 
territory of the No. 1 Eyesore, 
whose area is about 2-3 of 1 per 
cent of that of the entire city. 

At a recent count, the No. 1 
Eyesore had 691 dependent chil- 
dren receiving aid, or 6.3 per cent 
of all those in St. Louis. It had 
504 persons on general relief, or 
5.3 per cent of all those in the 
city. It had 459 persons receiving 
old-age assistance, or 3.2 per cent 
of all those in the city. 

A study 10 years ago by the S&t. 
Louis Community Council showed 
that the No. 1 Eyesore was in the 


and social conditions. 


for all Negroes in the city. Con- 
versely, the people of this area 
are represented in the community’s 
labor force to a disproportionately 
high degree, although they are 
largely limited to non-skilled and 
semi-skfled work. 

Another showing of the census 
was the almost c6Omplete lack of 
central heating in the old houses 
of the No. 1 Eyesore and its 
vicinity. Nearly all heating is by 
coal stoves which are costly and 
hazardous to operate. 

Thickly Populated. 

Density of population in the No. 
1 Eyesore-is about four times as 
great as that of the whole city, 
on the basis of considered esti- 
mates of current population. This 
means that block by block and 
acre by acre the No. 1 Eyesore 
shelters four men, women and 
children for each one person in 
the city as a whole. 

Careful estimates by the City 
Plan Commission, based on studies 
of the number of occupied dwell- 
ing units, have placed population 
of the No. 1 Eyesore at 14,100 
now, compared with 11,200 in 1940. 
This is an increase of 26 per cent. 
It is not due to any new construc- 
tion—no new houses have been 
erected there—but to filling up of 
units which were vacant before 
the war, division of some old 
dwellings into more family units, 
and use of stables and sheds as 
lodgings. 

There were 2479 dwelling units 
in this district in the 1940 census 
report, of which 166 were vacant. 
No vacancy exists now; even 
places which “20k utterly unfit for 
habitation are in use. The plan 
commission’s study shows there 
are about 2900 dwelling units now. 


Effect on Modern Housing. 


Modern housing, using groups 
of apartment, structures in land- 
scaped surroundings, with plenty 
of light and air—in utter contrast 
to present conditions—could ac- 
commodate anywhere from 17,000 
to 22,000 population in the same 
territory. Just what density would 
result from the rehabilitation 
would depend on the layout and 
plan of structures. finally adopted. 
The estimate: of possible future 
population. are by the plan com- 
mission also. 

Enroll..ent of Negro children 
residing in°the No. 1 Eyesore has 
changec little im volume. They 
numbered 1382 last year and 1361 
in 1940. The increase in popula- 
tion would appear to have been 
chiefly among adults moving in, 
‘presumably from the South. Vir- 
tually all of these children live in 
the section between Twenty-first 
street and Grand boulevard, which 
is proposed for the intensive de- 
velopment of new housing. There 


/were only 27 white school children 


in the No. 1 Eyesore last year, 17 
in 1940. 

Surprisingly, however, the regis- 
tration of voters h: -. not increased, 
but has dwindled slightly! The 
Election Board had only 5606 
voters on its rolls within the No. 1 
Eyesore for the primary last Au- 
gust, compared with 5851 for the 
1940 primary. The decline in num- 
ber of voters there, while small, 
Was at a rate seven times as great 
as the drop throughout the city. 
The prospect is for a stronger 
showing in the registration for the 
coming election.

Purposes of Maneuvers. 


This summer the Soviet Army 
has been carrying out rather ex- 
tensive maneuvers in the Soviet 
zone of occupation. German ob- 
servers believe that these man- 
euvers have two principal themes. 
One is ground-air co-operation; 
the other is to determine how 
rapidly reinforcements could be 
moved into the eastern part of 
Germany from the Soviet Union 
proper. 
- If this latter suggestion is cor- 
rect, it may mean that the Soviet 
general staff wishes to avoid giv- 
ing advance notice of any aggres- 
sive intentions by avoiding con- 
centrations of troops in Germany 
until the very last moment. 
Such a scheme would involve 
very rapid movements of armored 
and motorized forces from the 
western area of the Soviet Union 
across Poland into Germany. No 
such movements have been re- 
ported on a large ‘scale, but the 
German observers referred to 
seem to think that small-scale ex- 
periments have been carried out 
and the results checked with pain- 
staking care. 
Few High-Speed Units Possible. 
There is certainly a tendency to 
make tables of organization more 
flexible, to reduce dépendence on 
masses of troops and guns, 
to ld up the idea of the small 
high-speed task force.

Commonwealth Conference Marks 


A Milestone in 


Britain's History 


Outcome of London Parley Can Determine 
Status of Group’s Power as World Force 
for Years to Come.

There have been more dramatic 
moments in the history of Brit- 
ain’s empire — the granting of 
“home rule” to South Africa after 
the Boer War; the imperial con- 


ference of 1926 which drafted the 
Statute of Westminster under 
which the independent, self-gov- 
erning’ status of the Dominions 
was confirmed, and more recently 
the swift evolvement of Indian 
independence after nearly a cen- 
tury of British rule. 

The present London conference 
of Commonwealth prime ministers 
will produce no such dramatic 
changes in the structure of Brit- 
ain’s empire or “family of na- 
tions.” But the very political 
subtleties of the present transi- 
tional staté of Britain's position in 
the world—and with it inevitably 
the position of the Empire—pre- 
sents as great a challenge of 
statesmanship as any in British 
political history. 


The political skill with which 
the conference is conducted, the 
understanding which it achieves 
between Commonwealth members 
individually and among them all 
collectively, the “meeting of 
minds” which it produces, can de- 
termine the status of the British 
Commonwealth as a world force 
for years to come. The sense of 
this historical importance is strong 
among thosé with whom the re- 
sponsibility rests. 

Many factors of 
‘relations as well as internal po- 
litical affairs of the various Com- 
monwealth countries combine to 
give this conference its particular 
importance. 

Britain’s Changing Role. 

Foremost is Britain’s own 
changing role in world affairs. Be- 
fore the war Britain was first and 
only an empire "power, exercising 
its authority in world affairs 
through its military and naval 
strength and its role as empire 
and Commonwealth policy maker. 
In Europe, Britain used this 
strength to counteract any upset- 
ting of Europe’s balange of power. 

Today, Britain is equally an em- 
pire power, a Western Union pow- 
er in Europe, and a close ally of 
the United States. No longer can 
the Empire be Britain’s first and 
foremost instrument of power, and 
the harmonizing of Britain’s new 


EW conferences in the long development of the British Common- 
wealth system have convened with the particular sense of history 
that marks London’s present gathering of Prime Ministers and 
high Cabinet officers of nine nations linked to the British crown.

This ig one 
of the great question marks hang- 
ing over the whole of the British 
Commonwealth, for if India elects 
to leave the Commonwealth, its 
departure can alter the entire pic- 
ture.

The secret meet- 
ing passed a resolution céndemn- 
ing union men who “vilify their 
leaders,” many of whom are Com- 
munist party members or sup- 
porters of aspects of the Com- 
munist program. 

The day’s developments indi- 
cated that British trade unionism 
may be moving toward a show- 
down with Communism.

We agree that it would be highly unfortunate 
if the system gave too much weight to things 
like years in service and degrees and credits, 
and skimped creative imagination, success in 
stimulating children’s minds, and the like. This 
is exactly what is wrong with the rating scheme 
in force today. 

A good rating method will not come quickly 
or without some errors, but satisfactory methods 
have been developed for other kinds of profes- 
sional employes in “government service and it 
can be done with teachers. 
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Just a Whisper 

Universal military training was a hotter po- 
litical potato than the Eightieth Congress cared 
to handle, so it evolved a substitute under which 
young men of 18 could enlist for a year, then 
join the reserves for six years. The armed 
services went to unusual lengths to make enlist- 
ments attractive, and some people thought the 
scheme was “the answer to U.M.T.” 

It turns out, though, that it has brought in 
only 18,300 of the 161,000 18-year-olds whom 
the services need. The “answer” is not a 
shout but a little 11.4 per cent whisper. There- 
fore, since the need for trained manpower re- 
mains acute, the armed services are laying plans 
to present the next Congress with the same 
hot potato. 

All this is a little rough on members of Con- 
gress. But people are not conscripted into 
Congress, and any person who is eager to sit in 
Congress ought to be willing to attend to diffi- 
cult matters like national defense along with the 
sweets of his-office.

against selective service and against the arming 
of American merchant ships. Since the war 
he has voted against the Fulbright amendment 
for international co-operation to maintain 
peace. 

Mr. Reece didn't think the measures important 
enough to merit his valuable time and so he 
didn't vote on the European Recovery Program, 
the admission of 200,000 DPs, the loan to 
Britain, the Greek-Turkish aid, the International 
Bank and Monetary Fund, the McMahon bill for 
control of atomic energy, and the La Follette- 
Monroney bill reorganizing Congress. 

He voted for the Case anti-strike bill, the bill 
to prohibit political contributions by labor 
unions, and the abolishment of the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Corporation. 

A more wretched record would be difficult 
to find in either House of Congress. Carroll 
Reece is a relic of the political Stone Age.

He insisted that roads be built where 
they would serve the most people, not 
where some politician might want them to 
go.

counties. Could anyone dream up a grander 
political play with road money? 


The courthouses are the temples of par- 

tisan politics in Missouri. The phrase 
“courthouse rings” is a label for the worst 
in rural politics. The county courts gen- 
erally are notoriously inefficient road 
builders. But Proposition No, 1 says we 
must hand them $9,000,000 a year and no 
strings attached. 
. The people in many Missouri counties 
could tell you where the roads are most 
likely to go. They can tell by the location 
of farms owned by the most influential 
rural] politicians. 

Most of the rural counties have no high- 
way engineers. Even the county courts 
that are anxious to do a good job usually 
get poor results simply because they don’t 
know how. 

The supporters of Proposition No. 1 hold 
out the hope that the Legislature would put 
this $9,000,000 a year under the supervi- 
sion of the Highway Commission. A far- 
fetched hope. Missouri’s success with non- 
political road building has depended on 
protecting road money and the Highway 
Commission from the Legislature. 

Proposition No, 1 does focus the state's 
attention on a very. necessary job. The 
state will have to take greater responasi- 
bility for rural roads. But good things can- 
not be accomplished by bad methods. A 
plan that is rotten at its core cannot be-

An ardent hunter and fisher- 
man, Stephens spearheaded the 
drive to form the Missouri Con- 
servation Federation. When the 
non-partisan commission was es- 
tablished, Stephens was named by 
Gov. Lloyd C. Stark as a commis- 
sion member for a four-year term, 
and he was reappointed for a six- 
year term in 1941 by Gov. Forrest 
Donnell. Throughout the 10 years 
he served as chairman of the 
commission. 

He aided also in drafting the 
legislative bill creating the State 
Survey Commission in 1929, and 


in adoption of the commission’s 


recommendations that included 
the 1931 school law and graduated 
income tax measure. 

Stephens served two terms on 
the city council here between 1910 
and 1914. In addition to his con- 


'servation post he was a board 


member of the Missouri School for 
the Deaf at Fulton under Gov. 
Arthur M. Hyde and Gov. Sam 
Baker, director of the National 
Re-employment Service for Mis- 
souri in 1934, and a member of the 
Survey Commission. He was an 
active civic leader in Columbia, 
and served for 20 years prior to 
1930 as a member of the Univers- 
ity of Missouri committee on in- 
tercollegiate athletics, administrat- 
ive agency of the university ath- 
letic department. 


He was*an honorary lifetime 
member of the Conservation Fed- 
eration of Missouri, the Outdoor 
Writers’ Association and the Wild- 
life Society, and was a director 
in the Friends of the Land. 

Stephens received his early edu- 
cation in public schools here, and 
was a classmate of the late Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt at Harvard. It 
was President Roosevelt who ap- 
pointed him state director of re- 
employment. 

Because of his knowledge of 
wildlife conservation and his in- 
terest in outdoor sports, Stephens 
traveled extensively over the na- 
tion on hunting and fishing trips 
and to advise other conservation 
agencies on the “Missouri Plan” 
which, when it was established, was 
an experiment that attracted wide 
attention. * 

He was a member of a pioneer 
Boone county family. His grand- 
father, James L. Stephens, con- 
tributed so much to the institu- 
tion that Stephens College here is 
named for him. His father, E. W.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
The’ Cothmerce Department re- 
ported last night that business 


picked up nicely as it moved into 
the fall season, giving.promise of 
a “sustained high aggregate 
volume.” The Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics retently fore- 
cast that foreign aid and defense 
spending assure high level activity 
until mid-1949 at least. 

The Commerce Department re- 
view of the current situation de- 
scribed price trends as “more 
mixed than. in the preceding 
months — with industrial prices 
higher and agricultural prices eas- 
ing as the harvests were gath- 
ered.” 

The department said prices con- 
tinued to advance in September 
for “a broad but not pervasive 
list of manufactured goods.” It 
made this distinction: 

“In thoSe industries—such as 
textiles, leather and shoes—where 
demand backlogs are largely satis- 
fied, prices have not risen as 
much as the average for the non- 
farm, non-food group. 

“The main upward impetus, pro- 
vided by higher costs of materials, 
labor and transportation, is being 
exerted on prices df those prod- 
ucts where backlogs are still large 
—as in the metals, building mate- 


rials, producers’. ahd consumers’ 
| durable goods groups. 

' “In contrast, farm and food 
prices have receded somewhat 
from their August levels. Grain

its monthly survey of current bus 
iness, gave these highlights of th 
economic situation: 

Personal incomes reached a rec 
ord high annual rate of 215 billior 
dollars in August, reflecting for 
the most part higher wage pay 
ments. Higher incomes and lowe 
withholding taxes laid the basi- 
for “a continued rise in consume 
spending.” 


Industrial production picked ur 
in August and September from the 
seasonal slump in July. More thar 
seasonal gains were credited ir 
output of steel, lumber, textiles 
tobacco, paper and _ industrial 
chemicals. 


A greater abundance of raw ma- 
terials accounts for the gradual 
rise ig industrial output this year. 
“Nevertheless, basic supplies, es- 
pecially of steel, continue to be a 
limiting factor ingsome industries.” 

Business spending on new plants 
and equipment amounted to al- 
most five billion dollars in the 
third quarter of the year, sustain- 
ing the pace of early 1948. The 
value af new construction in Sep- 
tember was up 25 pe cent fom last 
year. 

Employment held high, reflect- 
ing “sustained demand for the na- 
tion’s products,” while “the pro- 
portion of the labor force unem- 
ployed (about 2,000,000) was never 
lower than at present.”

This year, sensibly enough, the can- 

didates have confined talks about, say, western 

power development, to the West, feeling that they 

were wasting money and possibly even antagon- 

izing voters by afflicting eastern ears with some- 

thing they weren’t interested in hearing. Actu- 

ally, the nature of the campaign, which has been 

more regional than in previous election years, 
dictated this change.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S radio campaigns 
were laid out by Paul Porter and the Biow 
agency. Both, as even the Republicans ruefully 
admitted, were shrewd operators and, of course, 
their man was one of the great radio personali- 
ties of all time. This year Porter is in private 
enterprise and President Truman's campaign has 
been largely mapped out by Warwick & Legler, 
Inc., a reputable ad agency but one which hasn’t 
the experience of Biow. There have been some 
grievous errors, made not necessarily by War- 
wick & Legler. ‘

FOR EXAMPLE, one of the President’s major 
national network speeches was scheduled Labor 
day 1:30 p.m. E.D.T. over N.B.C. It was a bad 
day for it since most Americans like to get out 
on-the highways and try to kill themselves on 
Labor day and it was also a bad hour. Replying 
to the President's speech the following day, the 
Republican National Committee purchased a half 
hour from 9. to 930 p.m. E.D.T., for Harold E. 
Stassen. Apart from Sunday, Tuesday is the best 
night to catch an audience and 9 p.m. is one of 
the best times on the air. (Bob Hope has it now.) 
Stassen got at least 50 per cent greater coverage 
with this speech than the President, despite the 
facf that the President usually enjoys a competi- 
tive advantage because of the prestige of his 


office.

AS THIS IS WRITTEN, Dewey has _ twice 
spoken over national networks to Truman's three 
speeches and, from a purely radio point of view, 
Dewey’s planners have, beaten the Truman forces 
hands down. Dewey’s first speech was Sept. 20 
at 10 p.m. over C.B.S. and he followed one of the 
great audience drawers in radio, Lux Theater, 
which that night presented “Gentleman’s Agree- 
ment,” with Gregory Peck. Lux got a 13.5 Hooper 
rating that night, which is a very nice little 
Hooper, and Mr. Dewey, riding on Gregory 
Peck’s coattails, got a 13.3 Hooper, which for a 
political speech in the early days of the cam- 
paign is little short of sensational.

ALL MR. DEWEY’S radio planning has been 
Characterized by similar bright opportunism. 
The Truman forces took their worst licking on 
the night of Sept. 30, a Thursday when Dewey 
and Truman (and Governor Warren too) were 
all on the air. The President wanted all four 
networks. He didn’t get them. He wound up 
following “Crime Photographer,” one of the 
lesser enterprises of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, at 10.p.m., while Dewey landed behind 
the most popular show on the air that night— 
Al Jolson in the Kraft Music Hall—on N.B.C. 
Not only was his spot behind Jolson better than 
Truman's bat also, though C.B.S. will hotly dis- 
pute this, N.B.C. has a much larger share of the 
national audience*on Thursday nights than C.B.S. 

So while Truman, as this is written, has been 
at bat three times so far he has been swinging 
largely at empty air while Dewey has been hit- 
ting for extra bases. That's all for today but we 
may return to this aspect of the campaign later.

Into her bleak and 
drudgery ridden existence comes a kindly physician, a rather 
saintly figure, who patiently teaches her the deaf-mute sign 
language, to read lips, and to read simple sentences. A new 
world is opened up for the girl. She improves her appearance 
to the point where she attracts the attention of the local 
bully, who rapes her and gets away with it as she relapses 
into mute misery. An illegitimate child is the result. When 
the deaf-mute’s father discovers the culprit, the bully knocks 
him over a cliff to his death. The doctor is driven from the 
village by gossip he is the father of the baby. The villian 
then attempts to take the child, and is shot dead by the 
afflicted mother. She is acquitted of murder because the 
doctor returns to stand by her. 

Now all this, thus badly recited, sounds like an old 10-20-30 
version of “East Lynne” with lurid mei@iramatic trimmings 
and cheap pathos. But, rather surprisingly, the finished 
product is nothing of the sort. It captures the mood of the 
small fishing village, the craggy, bleak farms and the craggy, 
bleak minds of the people, dulled by a toil-ridden existence. 
It makes the plight of the unfortunate girl a real and 
touching thing, and the casual brutality of her abuser 
thoroughly revolting. Jane Wyman plays the deaf-mute with 
fine restraint; making her quite believable and appealing. Lew 
Ayres’s doctor is so human that there’s no tendency toward 
the stuffily noble or the cloying in his performance. Steve 
McNally, who played the doctor in the stage version, is the 
villian here, an overbearing brute. Charles Bickford and Agnes 
Moorehead do good character Work. It shows what an: honest, 
intelligent approach can do with a trite plot.

Real Prison Break 
“CANON CITY,” which opens tonight at the FOX, is a 


factual account of the break from the Colorado State Peni- 

tentiary of twelve convicts last December 30. Eagle-Lion 

rushed a staff to the penitentiary and shot most of the 

scenes at the prison and in the surrounding 

countryside, having Warden Roy Best play 

himself and having actors, most of them 

obscure, play the 12 convicts and the people 

they harassed in their attempts to escape. 

Though it was a good stunt in journal- 

istic semi-documentary work, unfortunately 

many of the details of the actual escape 

from prison are so, similar to those in fictitious movies about 

big-house breaks and riots that, however true, the movie 

loses the impact of its reality and often seems old stuff, The 

details of how the convicts were re-captured (two were killed 

and one committed suicide after being retaken) are interest- 

ing enough, but the various episodes seem rather fragmentary. 

The convicts foolishly made their break into a blizzard, with 

mountain country so cold most cars they tried to steal for 

their getaways had frozen engines. So it it pretty apparent 

from the first to the spectators the fugitives haven’t a chance, 
and much suspense is lost. 

Then too, the realism the producers were striving for 
calls for expert acting: Some of the cast come through, but 
newcomer Scott Brady (Lawrence Tierney’s brother), as a 
convict with some good traits, is not much of an actor, 
and his scenes acquire a B-quickie tinge. Although we are 
assured everything actually happened -as pictured, the last 
episode, in which the convict played by Brady permits ‘a 
woman in whose home he is hiding to take her sick child 
to a hospital. on her promise not to report him, smacks uf 
concocted sob-story hearts and flowers. In spite of its pre- 
tensions to the shock powers of realism, “Canon City” doesn't 
generate the gripping excitement of many of its predecessors 
in the violent prison-break melodrama field.

Though now a New Yorker, he 

is the son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
C. Talbot of Dorsett and Adie 
roads, Working in the classical 
manner, he has won just about 
all the prizes in sight, including 
the Prix de Rome, a Cresson 
traveling fellowship, with which 
he studied in Mexico, and the 
first prize at the Artists’ Guild 
last April. 
- His family and friends here 
have been wondering how the tall, 
shy boy they used to know as Bill 
has been getting on in New York. 
The current show, which will end 
Oct. 23, is in the nature of a re- 
port to the home folks—a portrait 
of the artist as a young man. 

Some friends here have been 
worried by reports Talbot has 
been going abstract. To a few, 
that is almost like turning Com- 
munist. To those the Carroll- 
Knight exhibition will be such a 
shock that their hair will stand 
on end. 

Bill doesn’t like to upset any- 


body. He is a far cry from the’ 


long-haired “artiste” of yesteryear, 
whose favorite indoor sport was 
to shock the bourgeois. He is 6 
feet 3 inches tall, thoughtful rath- 
er than voluble, wears blue jeans 
at work, instead of a flowing 
smock, and keeps his hair cut 
short. The progress of his work 
into the innovations of our own 
time has been an inward, psycho- 
logical evolution of 20 years, even 
though it has apparently bour- 
geoned only since 1946. 

Sensitive himself, he deeply re- 
grets offending another person, as 
he inadvertently did last month. 
He still sends M. Marcel Gaumont 
cigarettes and food in shortage- 
ridden Paris.

"He studied Saturdays while at 
Burroughs with Victor Holm, the 
Washington Uniyersity sculpture 
teacher, and at Taylor School, 
which he attended four years, 
with Sheila Burlingame, who even 
then was working with rare free- 
dom, 

“At that time I thought her 
work was horrible,” Talbot re- 
called. “Even so, I’m sure the 
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vigor of those pieces stuck in my 
mind and conditioned me for 
modern simplification.” 

At the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts, Philadelphia, and 
later with George Demetrios in 
Boston, he strove to perfect his 
work in the way his teachers 
urged. He was rewarded with ex- 
hibitions at the Philadelphia 
school and in New York at Na- 
tional Academy of Design and 
Grand Central Galleries. In 1941 
his awards began with the Prix 
de Rome. 
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LL this time he was question- 
Aix his instructors’ dogma and 

was tempted by the advances 
of such men as Jacques Lipschitz 
and Jacob Epstein.

The place gave Talbot a 
passion for modern architecture 
and he was impelled to adorn it 


‘with suitable sculpture; yet he 


knew that his previous work 
would combine with it like pickles 
with ice cream. 

Living in barracks and tents at 
first depressed Talbot. Gradually 
he found the barrenness had its 
own beauty, in the same way that 
Rogers’s home was beautiful. 


After three months of combat 

in Germany he was hospitalized 
when an eéar inflammation of 
childhood flared up again. He 
was assigned on recovery to an 
engineer detachment making war 
memorials in Paris. Many of his 
new comrades—architects, artists 
and engineers—stimulated his nas- 
cent rebellion against conventional 
sculpture. Through close associa- 
tion he grew to have high regard 
for them personally and then in- 
tellectually. 
_ One, a teacher from Pratt In- 
stitute, Brooklyn, brought him a 
book illustrating the work of 
Henry Moore, Britain’s leading 
sculptor. “That did it,” Talbot 
said. “I devoured the pictures 
and suddenly felt I had pushed 
open a confining wall, bringing all 
manner of new creation into 
sight.” — 

There were still practical if not 
mental obstacles, however. Talbot 
had just been assigned the com- 
pletion of an academic memorial 
full of tedious detail. It was cast 
in plaster and framed in oak. 
When exhibited at Wildenstein 
Gallery, Paris, it fell from the 
frame and smashed. 

To his friends the incident was 
a symbolic portent, a guide to a 
clean break with the past. Talbot 
insists the piece was just unwork- 
manlike. And he is quite willing 
to junk bad work. 

In Gloucester, Mass., when cast- 
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How He Grew 


ing a kneeling nude he once had 
accident after accident. Suddenly 
he picked up the figure, ran with 
it to a cliff and threw it into the 
sea. 

Since then, he feels, he has 
learned to dominate plaster, but 
the power did not come from his 
academic teachers. Albert Laesle 
of Philadelphia had drilled a 
maxim, almost of defeat, into 
Class after class. “When you work 
with plaster,” he would say, 
“plaster is the master.” 

“I thought that was true until 
I helped make the 12-foot Mor- 
mon Memorial for Salt Lake City 
with the Italian Hugo in New 
York,” Talbot said. “There you 
have a genius in his own way—a 
man who is complete boss of that 
medium at all times. There comes 
a time when you must get out of 
school and work.” 

x * * 

ALBOT is doing that right 
T now. He and his wife solved 

the severe New York housing 
problem in an original way. They 
bought an abandonéd chemical 
factory, rented out the first floor 
and are using the large second 
floor loft as combined kitchen, 
bedroom, living room, dining room 
and studio, with a smaller room 
assigned to Constance, their 
daughter. For recreation, Talbot 
has made an elaborate garden on 
the roof. 

From the window of the studio, 
where Talbot averages a 10-hour 
day, he modeled the figures of 
two Nisei children huddled to- 
gether on a doorstep. The com- 
position, cast in bronze and with 
hollow circles representing torsos 
and arms, has naturalistic heads 
turned wistfully toward the street. 
The work was the first to sell at 
Carroll-Knight. 

Mrs. Talbot is the former Joan 
Sangree of Bryn Mawr, Pennsyl- 
vania. She majored in philosophy 
at Radcliffe College and also 
studied esthetics. She sketches as 
a pastime, and when Henry H. 
Gross of New York commissioned 
the sculptor to do a bas relief 
portrait and brought his own wife 
along for the sittings, Mrs. Talbot 
casually drew Mrs. Gross’s por- 
trait, which also was purchased. 

Talbot’s favorite models are his 
wife and daughter. His figure 
compositions of his family are ex- 
ecuted in ever-increasing degrees 
of abstraction. Mrs. Talbot, asked 
which style she preferred, ex- 
plained with conviction that her 
husband’s latest work has always 
been his best. 

An example of one of the sculp- 
tor’s most recent commissions is 
last summer’s La Boiteaux Me- 
morial, the original of which 
adorns the campus of an eastern 
university. It is a pure abstrac- 
tion, filled with vital energy, a 
translation of the plastic forms 
around it into one contracted 
shape. 

William Talbot is certain that, 
whatever the battle for continued 
creation he now has to fight, he 
can best fight it out in his own 
studio alone. He is striving to 
make a significant contribution 
to the art of our time, and a great 
many hours of merital, emotional 
and physical labor are going to be 
put into that effort. 

“Give me 10 years like the last 
two,” he says. And you feel, some- 
how, that those years will be a 
sound investment.

West opened the spade king, 
and when East started an echo 
with the jack, continued with the 
ace and four of spades. East 
ruffed and returned the deuce of 
diamonds. (It might have been 
better for East to lay down the 
diamond king and then follow up 
with the suit, but, as he explained 
later, he wanted to give his part- 
ner an accurate count of the suit 
all around the table.) 

West, winning the trick with 
the diamond 10, then made a bad 
mistake. Apparently thinking of 
nothing but “killing” dummy’s 
spade trick, West led his last card 
of that suit for his partner to 
ruff. East, to avoid being over- 
ruffed by declarer, trumped with 
the club queen and of course took 
the trick, but South gladly seized 
the chance to get rid of a dia- 
mond. The upshot was that the 
defenders took only seven tricks, 
defeating the contract 500 points 
instead of Since the 800- 
point penalty was collected by 
several other East-West pairs, this 
particular pair of.defenders did 
very badly on the board. 

If West had given the situation 
clear thought, he would have real- 
ized that East could not possibly 
have redoubled one no-trump with- 
out the diamond king. Thus, West 
might have seen the necessity for 
cashing three rounds of diamonds 
immediately, and not wasting his 
time on killing dummy’s spade 
trick.
